Again it was fourth down, but Exeter was 
not to be denied and Pine went through for 
a first down less than three yards away from 
the goal. Pine was again given the ball and 
he responded with a 1-yard gain. Linscott 
was called upon at this point and he ploughed 
through to within one Kot of Andover’s goal 
line.

_It was up to Captain Charlesworth to put 
his team in a tie with Andover and he came 
through royally, kicking the goal from place- 
ment, ; 

But Andover wasn’t through by any 
means.

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New Haven Shows Them How 


flocked to New Haven, last Saturday, to 
see a football contest. Some of them 
were disappointed in the result of the 
battle, but ‘if the absence of adverse 
criticism may be taken as a basis, all of 
them were completely satisfied with the 
way the New Haven policemen, aided 
by members of the ‘state constabulary, 
handled the tremendous volume of 
traffic which was incident to the day. 
|| In this day and age, such a situation is 
worthy of comment. 

In the first place, the city authorities 
asked all local people who were planning 
to be at the Bowl, to either walk or use 
the street cars, and very apparently, the 
majority of the city’s inhabitants re- 
alized the wisdom of such a request and 
acted upon it. Next, the whole city was 
planned ‘in such a way, that all main 
throughfares were made _ one-way 
streets before and after the game, not 
only those throughfares leading from 
the city itself, but from northern and 
southern points to the Bowl. All 
traffic moving into the city with the 
Bowl as an object, was deflected through 
the outskirts, directly to the Bowl 
itself, in several parallel lines. Once 
in these lanes, no cars were allowed to 
turn out of them either to left_or right, 
and officers along the line handled 
things so well that the usual stop and 
start, stop and start procedure was en- 
tirely done away with. The _ traffic 
moved steadily, sometimes in three 
lines and sometimes even in four, at a 
rate of from eight to ten miles an hour 
without a halt. 

While-the officers were firm in carry- 
ing out the rules of the day, there seemed 
to be no evidenee of the usual bally- 
hooing that a motorist has come to ex- 
pect when he braves the ordeal of thick 
traffic. There was a policeman at 
every corner along the lines inside the 
city limits, and his duty seemed to be 
solely to keep those main lines moving, 
and to do so in a courteous manner. 
One could not but feel that there was 
system, order, and careful planning be- 
hind the whole scheme. There was 
none of that helpless. feeling which 
comes to every man at'some time or 
other, when he is forced to make some 
move for which he sees no rhyme nor 
reason. There were no such foolish 
rules as force one to take the outside 
of one officer in turning a corner and 
take the inside of the next one in turn- 
ing the second time. 

The secret of it seemed to be that 
there were very few rules, and that 
.what rules there were, were easily en- 
forced and rigidly enforced. With 
every sympathy for the Boston and 
Cambridge policemen, who will be 
forced to cope with a crowd of slightly 
smaller dimensions tomorrow, with the 
realization that they must combat 
narrow streets, blind corners and poor 
pavements, one hesitates to believe that 
they will in any way equal the job done 
at New Haven last week. There will 
probably be too many rules, too many 
outside turns or inside turns, too-many 
stops and starts, in general too much 
complication. of one kind or another, 
failings which the New Haven police 
seemed to have escaped entirely last 
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unanimously working together to make 
it what it deserves to be =a-great- in- 
dustrial center of the South.” It was 
his phrase, ‘almost unanimously work- 
ing together” which made such a strong 
appeal. It is not that the citizens of 
Andover never gather together and put 
over a gigantic task which needs a 
unified support to ensure its success. 
Time and again in the past, someone 
has presented Andover with a duty: to} 
be done, and they have done it. Al-| 
most always, however, the cause which 
has bound them together has been one 
which has needed warm open hearts and 
charitable hands. There is no lack of 
them in this town. It is a blessing for 
oo we sometimes forget to be thank- 
ul.

A conference on the ownership: of books 
was held under the auspices of the Andover 
children’s book week committee in Davis 
hall, Tuesday afternoon. Nathan C. Hamb- 
lin presided in the absence of Claude M. 
Fuess, chairman of the committee, and in- 
troduced as speakers of the afternoon, Mrs. 
Mary S. Root, formerly of the Providence 
library, and Miss Alice A. Blanchard of the 
Hampshire Bookshop, Northampton. 

An audience of about one hundred persons, 
composed of parents, teachers, booksellers, 
librarians and Abbot academy students, 
listened with interest to Mrs: Root as she 
told of the books for younger readers. 
Beginning with A, B, C’s and Mother»Goose, 
she showed a charming collection of books 
in attractive editions and with good illus- 
trations. Several of thé 1923 picttire books 
are illustrated with silhouettes, ’ which 

lease the youngsters. She urged that 

ks of poetry: should not stop with Steven- 
son’s “Child’s Garden of Verse,” as a love of 
poetry can be cultivated at an early age. 
In addition to the usual books of fairy tales, 
she recommended collections— of. Norse 
folk lore and the children’s Homer. 

Miss Alice A. Blanchard who spoke on 
books for older readers said that the task of 
parents and librarians was two-fold; first, 
to make available and easily accesssible, the 
books suitable for boys and girls in their 
teens, and second, to make time amidst the 
multiplicity of their interests for them to 
read. Books must be read at the right time 
to give the fullest enjoyment, and the joy, 
comfort and companionship of books is too 
often crowded out. The new fiction is 
oftener talked about than the fine old things 
and for this reason young people miss books 
which would mean much in their develop- 
ment. 

A book actually owned means much 
more than one borrowed and “ Earn a Book”’ 
as book-week slogan, has been a wonderful 
stimulant to boys and girls. 

An opportunity was given for those 
present to examine the collection of books 
and to ask questions concerning the best 
books for the child’s library. 

A collection of posters on Good Book Week 
made by pupils in the second: year of the 
high school attracted favorable comment. 


Gives First in Series of Lectures 


That there is a strong probability of life 
existing on planets other than ours is the 
opinion of Manley Bacon Townsend who 
lectured on “The Wofders of the Heavens” 
before members of the Andover Natural 
History society and their friends in Punchard 
hall on Tuesday evening. 

Since the same elements are found in all 
the planets and stars and natural laws are 
common to the uniyerse, he deems it probable 
that in the process of development, life will 
be produced when the right conditions occur. 

| Mr. Townsend believes that the rudi- 
ments of astronomy and zoology ought to be 
taught to all young people, not only their 
science and their mechanics, but also their 
poetry, so as to broaden the mind and the 
soul, making the student realize that he is a 
citizen not only of the world and the solar 
system but also of the universe. 

Mr. Townsend described the wonders of 
the universe with its uncounted starry 
bodies and infinite distances, the birth and 
death of worlds, the nature of comets, 
meteors, shooting stars, nebulae and sun 
spots, illustrating his remarks with some 
fine lantern slides. 

He told of the beginnings of life on this 
planet, of its lowest forms originating in the 
water, and the process of development 
through = countless ages to the~numerous 
forms of vegetable and animal life now found 
on the earth, air and water, processes which 
Mr. Townsend thinks may be taking place 
on other heavenly bodies. 

The next lecture in the course will be given 
by Arthur E. Wilson on “The Poet’s Bird- 
land,” January 15, 1924.

Honesty 


Centuries ago, in the early days of the 
Roman Empire, a pirate ship in the Red 
Sea was driven upon the shores of a barren 
island. This island, because of the fact that 
it was generally surrounded by heavy fogs 
and difficult to find, was then known as 
Topazein (to search for). The crew of the 
vessel, hard pressed by famine, tore up herbs 
and roots for their sustenance, and in so 
doing they accidentally discovered the topaz. 

Authorities generally agree that the topaz 
of the ancients was not the gem which we of 
ek know by that name, but the chryso- 
lite (commonly known as peridot), which is 
of a yellow-green color. The name-topaz, 
however, was often used to designate various 
yellow and yellow-green stones, including 
the citrine, yellow sapphire, peridot, true 
topaz, and probably the yellow tourmaline. 
Not until the-Middle Ages was a distinction 
made between the true topaz and other gems 
of somewhat similar appearance. At that 
time the name became restricted to «its 
present application. 

True topaz is found in many parts of the 
world including Ceylon, Brazil, Spain, 
Asiatic Russia, the British Isles, Mexico,

Japan and the United States. The gems 
from Ceylon, Brazil and Spain are of the 
finest quality, those from other sources being 
pale and colorless, 

The topaz is the most popular yellow 
stone used in’ modern jewelry. Possessing 
rich depths of color and being but slightly 
softer than the sapphire, it takes a brilliant 
polish. It is to be had in every type of cut- 
ting, including many forms not found in other 
gems, and sometimes it is engraved with 
figures or seals in relief or intaglio. 

The topaz occupied a place of high stand- 
ing in ancient ecclesiastical circles. It was 
one of the twelve stones in the breastplate of 
the Jewish high priest, the especial stone of 
the apostle Matthew, and in Revelation 
(xxi, 20) it-is given as one of the founda- 
tion stones of Jerusalem. 

This gem ~was-supposed_to possess pro- 
nounced curative virtues, being especially 
valued as a healing agent for diseases pf the 
skin, and as a cure for dimness of ‘vision. 
Its wearer was believed to be assured of long 
life, beauty and intelligence. 

A Roman physician of the fifteenth century 
was reputed to have wrought many wonder- 
ful cures of those stricken by the plague, 
through touching the patients with a topaz 
which had belonged to two popes, Clement 
VI and Gregory II. The fact that this 
particular topaz had been in the hands of two 
supreme pontifis. undoubtedly added much 
to the faith reposed in the curative powers of 
the stone by those upon whom it was used. 

At times, however, the therapeutic uses of 
gems were by no means limited to external 
applications.» We learn that when Pope 
Clement VII was seized by his last illness, in 
1534, the physicians attending him admin- 
stered powders composed of precious stones. 
In the space of fourteen days they are as- 
serted to have given him forty thousand 
ducats worth of these gems, without avail, 
for in spite of this lavish expenditure the 
patient died. Indeed, according to present 
day science, the dosage may have consider- 
ably hastened the good pontiff’s end. 

In China, the topaz is used extensively as 
an amulet, and it is believed that the gem is a 
strong agent in warding misfortune from its 
wearer. Suspended in the doorway of a 
house, it is supposed to guard those within 
from evil spirits. 

Among the finest topazes is one that is 
known as the ‘“Maxwell-Stewart.” This 
exceptional gem was brought from Ceylon 
to England in 1879, with a shipment of 
inferior rubies and sapphires for use in 
watch-making. It was thought to be 
simply a piece of quartz. So little was it 
appreciated that it was sold at auction for 
$17.50. When, on closer examination,—its 
true character-became apparent, the owner 
decided to have it cut in brilliant form. 
This resulted in a beautiful, pure white gem, 
weighing in its finished state, 368 carats, the 
largest cut stone then in existance. 


Another famous topaz belonged to the 


Grand. Mogul’ Aurungzeb of India. This 
gem was purchased by that potentate in 
1665, for the sum of $50,500. Its weight was 
157 carats. 

Other stones are occasionally marketed as 
topaz, generally under distinguishing names. 
Thus the yellow sapphire is sometimes called 
‘€eriental topaz” while citrine quartz is 
sometimes-so “oe 
topaz.’’ There is also the ‘synthetic topaz,” 
a misnomer, for this gem is really the manu- 
factured yellow sapphire. With the ever 
increasing popularity of the various semi- 
precious stones, the topaz is more than hold- 
ing its own. Its golden hues lend them- 
selves to use in gem pieces of every descrip- 
tion, and if it were more rarely found it 
would deservedly command a price com- 
mensurate with its beauty and its charm.

The Drunken Automobile Driver and the 
Courts 


In_Massachusetts it is found that 2108 
automobilists have been - convicted for 
operating while undér the influence of in- 
toxicating liquors in 1922 as compared with 
888 in 1920. The figures for 1923 will be 
greatly increased over 1922. 

In Rhode Island the available figures indi- 
cate that 180 have been tried in all courts of 
that State for operating while under the 
influence of intoxicating liquors in 1922 and 
of these, 23 were tried in the Superior Court 
and suffered the punishment of a fine only, 
while only nine received short jail sentences 
running from ten to twenty days each 

This is substantially the record in pro- 
portion to the automobiles in use in practi- 
cally every State east of the Mississippi 
River, not including the Southern States 
but especially including New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michigan. 

Notwithstanding this appalling increase 
of drunkenness on the part of automobile 
operators and the trail of killed, injured and 
misery left in its wake, the courts of these 
States have not awakened to the enormity of 
the offense, except in a few instances, nor 
have they inflicted the punishment which 
such a crime deseryes. 

In Massachusetts within the past sixty 
days, numerous cases have been prosecuted 
by the ‘police and although the courts have 
found offenders guilty, they have placed 
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petitioned the Massachusetts Legislature to 
pass a bill providing if anyone is convicted of 
operating while under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquors, he shall be sentenced to 
jail for not less than three months nor more 
than two years; that no Justice, who finds 
one guilty of this.o ense shall have the right 
to place the case on file, and that the Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles shall revoke the 
license of a person thus convicted for not 
less than three years. : 

The Association contends that any Dill 
which provides that the punishment shall not 
be for more than say two years, is wrong In 
principle, because it permits the Judge to 
impose a jail sentence of one day, which in 
many cases will be simply giving the criminal 
an opportunity. to sober off. Seay 

Not less than three months in jail is the 
Association’s slogan and it is believed that 
the public will support the Association in 
this position.. The Association is also pre- 
paring similar petitions to be introduced at 
the next session of the Legislatures in every 
State in which it operates.

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Memorial Hall Library — Shall we ‘‘Tear 
it Down?”’ 


A “memorial,” in the modern use of the 
term, is a structure — an arch, or fountain, 
or bridge, or shaft or temple, with appropri-' 
ate inscriptions to mark in permanent form 
a worthy event brought about by the exer- 
cise of man’s nobler qualities, the memory of 
which is fitted to inspire all who behold 
it to acts of a similar quality. It symbolizes 
both gratitude to the heroic dead and a 
desire to perpetuate this gratitude in the 
lives of coming generations. 


Such was the object sought in the erection 
of our Memorial Hall Library as conceived 
by our former fellow townsman, John Smith, 
as he walked the ‘streets of Dresden over 
one-half century ago and which, soon after, 
by the spontaneous and generous aid of his 
two business partners, further aided by the 
grateful people of Andover, took definite 
shape in the structure we now see and which 
was formally dedicated in 1873. 


When we reflect upon the character of the 
men and women who responded to Mr. 
Smith’s suggestion for such a memorial; when 
we consider the scrupulous care exercised by 
them to secure the ablest architect to draw 
up its plans; when we measure the motive, 
sacrifice of time, thought and money given to 
its building; when we read over its dedicatory 
programme and listen to the utterance of 
two of the most noted orators of that day as 
they set forth the conception, purpose and 
ultimate aim of this memorial; yea, when we 
take note of the noble sentiments and hopes 
they builded into its masonry and trace the 
increasing tide of intellectual and spiritual 
influences that have flowed from it for the 
last fifty odd years — when we consider all 
this, we shall pause a bit before we cast 
reflections upon their wisdom and crumble 
their memorial into the dust. 


And yet this is precisely what we are ad- 
vised to do. When an older member of the 
Phillips Club the other evening suggested 
that our new memorial be included in the 
old one by enlarging it for that purpose, the 
speaker of the evening emphatically declared 
that ‘‘the best use you can make of that 
building is to tear it down.’”’ This advice of 
the speaker brought out the heartiest ap- 
plause of the evening,— an applause un- 
mistakably~ tinged with ridicule for the 
building as it now stands. The speaker, 
later on, suggested that. Andover might 
wisely build a “community hall to seat one 
thousand persons” and this suggestion 
seemed to blend perfectly with the dominant 
temper of the audience. 

Now there are many unsightly buildings 
in Andover that might wisely be the victim 
of this iconoclastic temper but our Memorial 
Hall Library is certainly not one of them. 

But why tear it. down?~ Chiefly, as: the 
speaker told us, because it totally fails to 
measure up. to the best art standard as in- 
terpreted by us modern critics. The claim is 
made that architectural standards, along 
with all things else, have greatly advanced 
within the last five decades and that this.fact 
demands readjustment all along the line. 
Doubtless these. modern art critics would 
gratefully admit that our benefactors were 
sincere, that their sacrifice was generous and

praiseworthy, but they were necessarily 
ignorant of art, hence their generosity was 
misapplied. They would even admit that 
the donor and his associates had traveled 
extensively and gazed with admiration uae 
the world’s greatest masterpieces; that they 
were men far in advance of ordinary men in 
sane judgment, and quickened and purified 
sensibility, but that they lacked the necessary 
training to enable them rightly to interpret 
what they saw, hence they utterly failed to 
take note of the “permanent lines” of 
architecture. This their lack of the artistic 
sense, while not culpable, was nevertheless 
deplorable as evident in the building they 
dedicated to our soldier dead. 


According to the unanimous judgment of 
these donors a public Library was the most 
appropriate of all war memorials. The 
reasons for this were eloquently set forth by 
Phillips Brooks, the orator,-in the following 
words:— “If our boys represented the 
highest in our town life, then all that can 
educate that character is the best memorial. 
The culture of books breeds principle and 
that is what makes good alien. Good 
culture and the companionship of principles 
belong together.” 


He stressed the fact that the two out- 
standing qualities of Andover citizens 
historically considered were patriotism and 
education. Hence the Memorial Library 
would be in line with all her history and 
would leave that history unbroken by an 
changed conditions of the town. This 
“instinct of inherited continuity” to quote 
Kipling, he held to be a precious heritage. 

Into our Memorial Hall the best per- 
sonality of Andover has been poured. It 
holds in trust their finest impulses, gratitude, 
aspiration and ho It has ever been and 
still is what our former and revered towns- 
man, Professor Park, called our “treasure 
house.” For its perpetuity he fervently 
prayed on the day of its dedication. A 
thousand sacred memories cluster about it. 
The noblést ideals of our noblest citizens 
are builded into it. It is a precious link, 
binding us to a worthy. past and the almonry 
of all that is best in our town life. 


Such a “treasure house” serving such 
high ends can wisely subordinate the aesthet- 
ic to the utilitarian principles of architecture. 

The crucial question relative to a war 
memorial before Andover citizens just now, 
is whether this monument shall stand alone, 
wholly detached from any and all utilitarian 
needs of the town; or whether, while supply- 
ing such needs, it shall also record our grati- 
tude to our soldier boys. 

Professor Forbes in his armistice address 
the other evening, poured his bitterest scorn 
upan those who would make our war memori- 
al serve this double purpose. ‘We must not 
join those who clamor for inevitable needs of 
the town and make an excuse of memorializ- 
ing our dead to get them * * * * Let us 
not contaminate the pure sentiment of 
gratitude and patriotic loyalty by serving 
our own selves.” He would have our war 
memorial stand absolutely alone, divorced 
from all other interests or associations. 
Hence to enlarge our present library, con- 
struct a memorial bridge, or build a new 
town hall as a memorial would thereb 
bring our citizens within the circle of his 
personal scorn. 

_ However, two years ago when the propo- 

sition for a war memorial was under dis 
cussion, he flung the full weight of his 
personality in its favor, and by all the elo- 
quence at his command sought to break down 
opposition to it, yet the monument they 
proposed was to meet a crying need of Ando- 
ver. It was to take the form of a “civic 
center.” The first building to be included in 
it was the one claimed by Professor Forbes to 
be most needed. In urging it at our March 
meeting in 1921 he said: “I submit it to you 
if there is any one building which we need 
most in this town, it is a new town hall.” 
Mark you this “new town hall” was to be 
only a part of the war memorial. It was 
to include in addition a new historical 
building, a new library, a new gymnasium 
and, in time, a hospital, all of which build- 
ings Professor Forbes claimed the town 
needed. : 

These buildings when completed were to 
be dedicated to our soldier dead and would 
constitute our war memorial. Not any one 
building but the whole group when taken 
together, was, in the words of the proponent of 
the project, ‘‘to create an atmosphere that in 
itself would be a memorial.” Please note 
that. all this was to be done under the pro- 
pulsive motive of gratitude to our soldier 
dead. Hence,’ when done, we might point 
to it and say, “We should not have got this 
if our boys hadn’t died.” 
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our war memorial with the utilitarian needs 
of the town two short years ago. He said at 
that time, “I am firmly committed to the 
civic center idea. ‘For the next twenty-five 
years you have got to have three new 
buildings in this town.’ The noblest 
motives of our nature were appealed to by 
him in an attempt to win our approval in 
supplying these needs. “We are ‘forgetting 
the war; * * * * don’t forget-the legs that 
have been lost.”” This was Professor Forbes’s 
method of appeal for this group of buildings 
which, as a whole, would constitute a fitting 
memorial to our soldier dead. 

In marked contrast to this he now would 
divorce our memorial from the least utili- 
tarian use and have it stand out in naked 
outline, complete in itself: 

But here we need to remind ourselves that 
gratitude and loyal patriotism can never be 
created by looking at a naked shaft nor by 
reading unknown names upon its tablet. If 
Professor Forbes..stands with uncovered 
head and with a heart full of gratitude before 
foreign monuments to our dead, it is because 
sentiments of loyalty and reverence already 
have been builded in his heart by noble 
living and a knowledge of the principles for 
which these dead laid down their.lives. Such 
knowledge came to him through reading and 
reflecting, not by gazing at monuments 
Our donors never intended to inspire loyalty 
and gratitude by the architecture of our 
library but rather by its free distribution of 
historical knowledge to our growing youth. 
To bring from our library a history of our 
Rebellion and to read it carefully will do more 
to build up loyalty in the lives of our youth 
than the grandest shaft that ever pierced 
the heavens. So, at least, thought Phillips 
Brooks and Professor Park and other mag- 
nificent characters fifty years ago and so 
many of us think today. : 

Its architecture may smite upon the 
artistic sensibilities of some of our modern 
critics, but its “‘uncomely”’ walls enshrine an 
abiding monument more precious than the 
genius of Angelo ever uttered in stone or 
marble.” Lincoln’s -home.is_not.a.“gem_ of 
architecture” but it meant more to Lloyd 
George than any sculptured form in America.

A good road begins to wear out from the 
first instant it is used. It needs constant 
attention and repair. Little breaks in the 
road, if repaired now, mean a great saving, 
whereas if they are left they become large 
breaks, which mean an ernormous expense in 
the future. 

Most road officials are competent, and 
want to repair the road. A few are indiffer- 
ent, once the road is built. But no official is 
either neglectful of or indifferent to the 
great force of public opinion. 

Boys.and girls who travel over the new 
good road, can help. Watch the road. Look 
out for the bad places. Keep your eyes open 
for the spot where the surface has “raveled” 
or worn off, showing the basic rock beneath. 
Look out for the uneven ridge, the “ waving” 
which sometimes occurs in oiled roads. As 
soon as you see any such spot, note care- 
fully exactly where it is, so that you can 
describe the location accurately on paper. 
Then write a letter to the road official who 
has charge of that stretch of road, and tell 
him about it. 

You may think that a State road official 
will not pay any attention to your letter. 
If he is the right kind of a road official — 
and most of them are such — he will not only 
pay attention to it, but write and thank you 
for your good citizenship. Our road offi- 
cials are normally hard working, intelligent 
men, who want to repair the road and keep 
it in condition. 

If he is glad to get your letter, he will 
repair the road at once. If he happens not to 
be the right kind of a man, if he isn’t compe- 
tent, write to him again. 

Get John and George and Jack and Alice 
and Gertrude and Mary to write to him. If 
he still doesn’t pay any attention to it, come 
to this néwspaper, ask for the Editor and tell 
him about the raveled place. Tell him that 
you have written the road official — tell him 
ow many times, and the names of all your 
companions who also wréte. A good news- 
paper editor has use for such news. He will 
write the road official himself, and if that 
individual still doesn’t do his duty, this news- 
paper will publish the facts of the raveled 
place and that the road official was repeatedly 
told of it. The way that road official will 
then make speed on repairing that raveled 
place will be funny
